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INTERNATION  TRADE  IN  COTTON ,  1937-38 

While  the  six  leading  cotton  countries  exported  almost  2  million 
"bales  less  during  the  marketing  year  ended  July  31  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  exports  from  the  United  States  rose  about  300,000  bales, 
or  5  percent.     The  combined  exports  from  the  other  five  countries  de- 
clined almost  30  percent.     The  decline  in  total  world  trade  in  cotton 
was  due  to  a  oO-percent  decrease  in  purchases  by  Japan.     As  is  shown  in 
the  following  table,  increased  purchase s  by  Germany,  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  France  were  insufficient  to  offset  this  decline  plus  a  slight  de- 
crease in  Italian  purchases.

It  will  be  observed  that  a  number  of  irregular  shifts  in  the  sources  | 
of  purchases  in  the  leading  consuming  countries  has  taken  place.     Thus,  al- 
though Japan  has  taken  from  55  to  70  percent  less  cotton  from  the  United 
States,  British  India,  and  Egypt  for  the  2  years  considered,  purchases 
from  Brazil  decreased  by  only  14  percent.     Italy,  on  the  other  hand,  while 
increasing  purchases  from  the  United  States  by  30  percent  and  from  Egypt 
by  3  percent,  has  almost  ceased  purchasing  cotton  from  Brazil.     The  United

Kingdom  has  shifted  heavily  to  American  cotton,   increasing  purchases  "by 
almost  40  percent  and  severely  limiting  imports  from  other  sources. 
Fnile  the  shift  in  British  purchases  was  probably  due  primarily  to 
larger  American  supplies,  the  general  picture  seems  to  indicate  that 
political,  as  well  as  economic,  forces  may  have  been  important  factors 
in  determining  the  course  of  international  cotton  trade  during  the  sea- 
son just  ended. 

Exports  of  Indian  cotton  to  ell  principal  importing  countries 
were  lower  during  the  year  than  they  had  been  during  the  preceding  year. 
This  seems  to  have  "been  due  to  a  decrease  in  the  commercial  supplies  of 
cotton  available  for  export  from  India.     Supplies  in  other  important  ex- 
porting countries  were  relatively  greater  than  they  had  been  the  year 
before .

The  cured-pork  import  quota  granted  to  the  principal  supplying  countries 
by  the  British  Eoard  of  Trade  for  the  period  October  1-December  31,  1338, 
totals  1,328,305  hundredweight  (148,770,000  pounds)  compared  with  1,306,192 
hundredweight  (146,293,000  pounds)  for  the  same  period  of  1937,   according  to 
recent  advice  from  the  London  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
The  United  States  has  "been  granted  the  usual  8.1-percent  share  of  the  total, 
or  around  12,000,000  pounds.     The  total  unadjusted  quota  for  the  entire  year 
is  equal  to  about  588,000,000  pounds.     When  the  additional  quantities  per- 
mitted entrance  under  special  quotas  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year  are 
considered,  the  total  quota  for  1938  is  approximately  the  same  as  the  total 
allotted  for  importation  during  1937,  or  more  than  590,000,000  pounds.

For  the  first  time  since  1934,   imports  of  cured  pork  from  the  United 
States  into  the  United  Kingdom  have  been  adequate  to  fill  the  quota,  allotted 
to  American  suppliers.     During  the  January -August  1938  period,  -34,538,000 
pounds  of  cured  pork  were  received  from  the  United  Sta„tes,  compared  with 
23,408,000  pounds  in  the  same  months  of  1937  and  a  quota  for  the  1938  period 
of  31,765,000  pounds.     Imports  from  the  United  Ste.tes,  however,  are  heaviest 
during  the  summer  and  early  fall  months  and  will  probably  show  some  seasonal 
decline  toward  the  end  of  the  year. 


/ 
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Imports  of  cured  pork  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  foreign  countries 
declined  steadily  under  the  import  restrictions  imposed  since  November  1932 
'until  'they  reached  a  low  point  in  1936.     Since  that  year,  quotas  have  re- 
mained a  "bout  stationary  and  at  times  have  'been  slightly  increased,  in  line 
with  stationary  or  decreased  domestic  supplies.     Imports  from  Empire  coun- 
tries, on  the  other  hand,  have  increased  steadily  and  rapidly  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time.     In  1937,  the  total  represented  a  gain  of  17  percent  over  imports 
of  a  year  earlier  and  were  five  times  as  large  as  those  of  1931.

These  restric- 
tions became  effective  January  1,  1937,  because  of  complaints  made  by 
British  manufacturers  regarding  the  increasing  shipments  of  tinned 
cured  pork  from  foreign  countries.     This  particular  branch  of  the  cured- 
pork  trade  has  never  been  of  great  interest  to  the  United  States.  In 
1937,  at  79,000  pounds,  imports  of  tinned  cured  pork  from  the  United 
States  represented  but  0.2  percent  of  total  imports  from  that  source  and 
but  0.9  percent  of  the  total  imports  of  tinned  cured  pork  from  all  sources. 

London  wool  sales  close  strong 


The  close  of  the  London  wool  sales  on  September  30  found  prices 
from  5  to  10  percent  higher  than  on  July  22,  the  close  of  the  previous 
series,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  the  London  office  by  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics.     The  general  tone  of  the  market  was  strong, 
with  British  interests  being  the  chief  operators.     Government  orders  were 
outstanding  in  the  sharp  advance  registered  by  crossbreds.    Both  greasy 
and  scoured  lots  advanced  a  full  10  percent  over  the  values  of  the  pre- 
vious close.     Continental  buyers  were  interested  chiefly  in  merinos,  values 
of  which  ranged  from  par  to  5  percent  above  those  at  the  former  closing 
date. 

The  mid- September  tone  of  the  Australian  wool  market  was  firm,  Consul 
E.  E.  Evans  at  Bradford  reports.    Prices  tended  to  move  upward.  Continental 
countries  were  active  buyers.     In  South  Africa,  the  new  season  opened  with 
prices  somewhat  above  the  Australian  level .    France,  Belgium,  Great  Britain, 
and  Italy  were  prominent  buyers  of  South  African  wools. 


UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  TRADE,  JULY-AUGUST  1938 

The  United  States  foreign  tr-xlo  in  .agricultural  products  during  the 
first  2  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  continued  to  be  marked  by  the 
reversal  of  the  previous  year's  figures  that  characterized- the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30.     Total  agricultural  exports  for  the  2  months  were 
35  percent  higher  than  during  the  corresponding  1937  period,  and  reached 
a  value  of  115  million  dollars  against  85  million  dollars  in-  1937. 
Principal  competitive  agricultural  imports  were  49  percent  lower. 

Imports  of  farm  products  fell  off  sharply  in  July  and  August  1938, 
Total  agricultural  imports,  which  were  valued  at  263  million  dollars  in 
July-August  1937,  fell  to  151  million  dollars  in  the  corresponding  pe- 
riod of  1938.     The  decrease  in  competitive  imports  amounted  to  68  mil- 
lion dollars  or  49  percent.     Corn  imports  were  less  by  20  million  dollars' 
than  in  1937,  cattle  by  3  million,  and  hides  and  skins  by  7  million 
dollars.
